a, Six to eight jet fighters approaching every day from Mos- 
cOY, heading west and returning after about 30 minutes. 


(1) Characteristics of these planes: fuselares painted a 
justerless silver, 5G to 60 inches in diameter, length about 
4G fect, in nose and rear apertures about 20 inches in dia- 
meter. A metul tube, about 26 inches long and 20 mm in dia- 
meter, extended boyond the blunt nose; mid~wing monoplane with 
pronounced sweepback, wings witnout taper, wingspan about 

535 feet; aiso elevator assembly with sweepback (span about 
le Feet), rudder assembly in the shape of a shark fin, maxi- 
mum spasd 500 to 560 mph, strikingly good rate of climb, 
bermitting the craft to climb at an angle of almost 90° from 
level flying.
